ASK INSTANT CORRECTION 


A TEST inventory of property, ordered 
by the War Department in each corps 
urea with a view to discovering any short- 
comings that might exist, has brought to 
light a number of important deficiencies. 
These deficiencies relative to proper ware- 
housing, accounting and care of Govern- 
ment property the War Department desires 
he immediately corrected. 

The test inventory revealed that in gen- 
eral the same conditions prevail, although 
not to the same degree, at all stations 
where the inventories in question were 
tuken.

MIDSHIPMEN MUST TAKE FLYING 
AS PART OF U.S. N. A. CURRICULUM 





AN important and drastic extension of 
the course at the United States Naval 
Academy was approved by the Secretary 
of the Navy on May 5, 1925. Under this 
e ion all Midshipmen will receive in- 
s ion. beginning June 1 next, in prac- 
t . and theoretical aeronautics, so that 
on graduation they may qualify as pilots 
or aerial observers, according to the physi- 
eal qualification of the Midshipman. 

Graduates will be given three months’ 
special instruction in ground and _ flight 
work immediately after the close of their 
course at the Academy. 

“Aeronautics” has been added to the 
title of the Department of Engineering. 
and “Flight Tactics” to the title of the De- 
partment of Seamanship. 

TEXT OF MEMORANDUM 

The following is the text of the memo+ 
randum prepared by the Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation, as approved by the 
Secretary of the Navy: 

“That in the future graduates of the 
Naval Academy be assigned to aviation 
duty for qualification as pilots or as ob- 
servers, in so far as the other require- 
ments of the Service will permit, after 
they have completed at least two years’ 
sea service. 

“That the Navy Department establish 
a definite policy to govern the assignment 
of naval personnel to aviation duty, the 
length of such assignment, and determine 
their obligations to their other naval 
duties.” 

The bureau proposed the following meas- 
ures: (a) The study of aeronautics to 
constitute an integral part of the Naval 
Academy course. To this end the De- 
partment of Engineering will become the 
Department of Engineering and Aeronau- 
tics and the Department of Seamanship the 
Department of Seamanship and Flight 
Tacties. 

(b) That all graduates be given in ad- 
dition to the courses of the regular cur- 


riculum in the Department of Engineering 
and Aeronautics and the Department of 
Seamanship and Flight Tactics three 
months’ special intensive instruction in 
ground and flight work, so that all gradu- 
ates, according to their physical qualifica- 
tions, may become qualified either as naval 
aviators or naval observers. 

(c) To complete the flight work neces- 
sary to qualify each graduate as a naval 
observer or naval aviator during the first 
two years after graduation, which period 
is classed as the instructional period of 
junior officers. 


STARTS WITH CLASS OF ’26 

In initiating this instruction the bureau 
proposes: (a) To commence with the class 
of 1926. Approximately one-half of this 
class, instead of making the Naval Aecad- 
emy cruise, commencing June, 1925, will be 
retained at the Naval Academy and given 
there, with details to air stations as may 
be necessary, three months theoretical and 
practical instruction in aeronautical sub- 
jects; and during this period their physi- 
eal qualifications and assignment for pilot 
or observer training will be determined. 

(b) The other half of the class of 1926 
to be retained, upon. graduation, at the 
Naval Academy for at least three months, 
to receive special instruction during this 
period toward qualifying for an aviation 
designation. 

(c) The entire class of 1926, during the 
first class year (fiscal year 1926) will, 
under the Department of Engineering and 
Aeronautics and the Department of Sea- 
manship and Flight Tactics, be given in- 
struction in aeronautics in the regular cur- 
riculum. 

(d) All classes subsequent to the class of 
1926 will receive instruction under the De- 
partment of Engineering and Aeronautics 
and the Department of Seamanship and 
Flight Tactics during the regular curricu- 
lum and will be given three months spe- 
cial instruction under the departments im- 
mediately subsequent to graduation. 





SHOULD FILE REFUND CLAIMS 


LL Army officers should file their claims 

for refund for all amounts which they 
have paid on account of their income-tax 
return from the years 1921 to 1925, in- 
clusive. Payments made prior to the ecal- 
endar year 1921 are outlawed by the 
statute of limitations unless the officer has 
previously filed a waiver. 

Blanks for this refund can be obtained 
from the collector of internal revenue, and 
the claims should be filed in the office for 
which the claims were submitted. This 
should be done now, and in any case prior 
to December 1, 1925, regardless of the final 
outcome of the Clifford Jones income-tax 
test case. 

Col. F. W. Coleman, F.D., assistant to 
the Chief of Finance, will issue in a few 
days a circular on this subject for all offi- 
cers concerned. The circular will contain 
complete information to clarify confused 
points.

SUPREME COURT RULES 
AGAINST ADML. MOSER 


Is Third Decision In Legal 
Fight For Civil War 
Pay Claims 


JASPER CASE IS QUOTED 


HE United States Supreme Court has 

handed down another decision in the 
case of Rear Adm. Jefferson F. Moser, 
U.S.N., Ret., who brought suit in the Court 
of Claims for back pay under the act which 
provides “That any officer in the Navy with 
a creditable record who served during the 
Civil War shall, when retired, be retired 
with the rank and three-fourths sea pay 
of the next higher grade.” 


JUSTICE STATES VIEWS 


In making the decision, Justice Suther- 
land said: 

“The right of the officer turns upon the 
question whether his service at the Naval 
Academy constitutes ‘service during the 
Civil War,’ within the meaning of the pro- 
vision first above quoted. Three previous 
suits for installments of salary—the right 
of recovery in each depending upon this 
same basic question—were decided by the 
Court of Claims in his favor. 

“In each, the contention of the Govern- 
ment was the same as it is here, viz., that 
service as a cadet during the Civil War 
was not service within the meaning of the 
statute. Between the first and second of 
these suits, in another suit brought by a 
different claimant, the court construed the 
statute otherwise and denied that claimant 
a right of recovery (Jasper v. United 
States, 48 Ct. Cls. 368), the change of 
epinion being made to rest upon a later 
act, then for the first time called to the 
court's attention, which, in terms, excluded 
the period of service as a cadet, but with a 
proviso that it should not apply to an 
officer who had received an advance of 
grade at or since the date of his retirement. 

“In the second and third Moser cases, 
however, the Court of Claims declined to 
follow the Jasper case, holding that, by 
reason of its decision in the first Moser 
case, the question was res judicata. The 
present suit was decided in Moser’s favor 
upon the same ground; and, in addition. 
the court reverted to the position taken 
in the first Moser case, abandoning, as 
unsound, its view as expressed in the Jas- 
per case, upon the ground that the right 
of the officer was saved by the proviso. 

“The general principies are well settled, 
and need not be discussed. The scope of 
their application depends upon whether the 
question arises in a subsequent action be- 
tween the same parties upon the same 
claim or demand or upon a different claim 
or demand. In the former case a judg- 
ment upon the merits constitutes an abso- 
lute bar to the subsequent action. In the 
latter case the inquiry is whether the point 
or question presented for determination in 
the subsequent action is the same as that 
litigated and determined in the original 
action. The rule is succinctly stated in 
Southern Pacific R. R. Co. v. United 
States, 168 U. S. 1, 48: 

“The general arleiate announced in 
numerous cases is that a right, question or 
fact distinctly put in issue and directly 
determined by a court of competent juris- 
diction, as a ground of recovery, can not 
be disputed in a subsequent suit between 
the same parties or their privies; and even 
if the second suit is for a different cause 
of action, the right, question or fact once 
so determined must, as between the same 
parties or their privies, be taken as con- 
clusively established, so long as the judg- 
ment in the first suit remains unmodified.”

IX compliance with orders of the Secre- 
tary of War. Col. John T. Axton, Chief 
of Chaplains, left Washington May 1, 1925, 
on a tour of visits and inspection of 22 
posts and stations located in the western, 
southwestern and Pacific coast sections of 
the country. 

The specific purpose of these visits and 
inspections is to magnify the place of 
religion in the Army, to strengthen local 
programs for the moral and spiritual ad- 
vancement of soldiers, to inspect buildings 
and equipment that are now in use for 
religious work, and to gather material upon 
which to base recommendations for. the 
improvement of the Chaplains Corps. 

At the more important centers of the 
Presidio of San Francisco, Calif., Ft. Bliss, 
Tex., and Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., the 
senior chaplains are arranging suitable 
programs and conferences which will in- 
clude military, clerical and welfare repre- 
sentatives of the garrison and community, 
and in addition thereto chaplains of the 
National Guard and Reserve Corps who 
may be conveniently present. These pro- 
grams are designed to quicken the interest 
in religious efforts and to provide working 
plans fer the same. The Chief of Chap- 
lains will participate in these conferences 
and conduct a round-table discussion of 
methods. 

This is the first time a Chief of Chap- 
lains is to tour the field in the interest of 
the religious welfare of soldiers. The con- 
ferences will be noteworthy in that they 
will be composed of men of various re- 
ligious beliefs, 20 different communities 
being represented in the Corps of Army 


Chaplains. Colonel Axton is due to ar- 
rive at his station in Washington on 
June 1.

PLAN INTENSIVE A. A. 
PRACTICE AT TOTTEN 


Course To Be For Combined 
Coast Artillery And 
Air Service 


SIX EXERCISES OUTLINED 


FTER an exhaustive study by a board 

in the War Department, Maj. Gen. 
Charles P. Summerall, U.S.A., commanding 
the 2d Corps Area, has been directed by 
the Secretary of War to conduct a special 
training and practice course for combined 
Coast Artillery and Air Service. This is 
in addition to the regular target practice, 
which will be conducted by all the organi- 
zations. The special firing will be held at 
Ft. Totten, N. Y., under the direction of 
Brig. Gen. Johnson Hagood, U.S.A., com- 
manding the 2d C.A. Dist., and will extend 
to the end of September. 

The officers who are to be appointed as 
observers in this important firing are to 
be sent from the office of the Chief of 
Coast Artillery ; from G-3, of the War De- 
partment General Staff ; and from the office 
of the Chief of Air Service. An umpire 
will be appointed by the corps area com- 
mander for the Coast Artillery and Air 
Service test. He is to be a disinterested 
officer, belonging to some branch of service 
other than the Coast Artillery or Air Serv- 
ice. There are also to be two assistants 
to the umpire, appointed by the corps area 
commander, one of them to be from the 
Coast Artillery and the other from the Air 
Service. 

62D C.A. REGIMENT 

The 62d Coast Artillery (A.A.) Regi- 
ment has been selected to man the guns 
for the exercises. About 175 enlisted men, 
most of whom are noncommissioned officers, 
have been temporarily transferred from 
Ft. Monroe to Ft. Totten to fill out the 
units of the regiment which will be un- 
der the command of Col. M. J. Spinks. 
The regiment will man two gun batteries 
of four 3-inch guns each, two machine-gun 
batteries of eight guns each, and one bat- 
tery of eight search-lights and three listen- 
ing units. 

It is understood the War Department 
is putting forth a special effort to furnish 
the regiment with a maximum amount of 
ammunition. It is doubtful whether any 
Artillery unit ever conducted target prac- 
tice on a scale that is planned for the 62d 
Regiment. Already an additional allow- 
ance of 100 rounds per battery of 3-inch 
antiaircraft shrapnel is authorized for the 
preliminary test, and an allowance of 820 
rounds per battery for intensive training 
and record target practice is authorized. 
This will carry the regiment only up to 
August 1, and there will be additional! al- 
lowances authorized for these months. The 
total number of rounds for May, June, 
and July for the 38-inch shrapnel will be 
6,000. 

There will be two types of machine guns 
in the firing practice, viz., .30 caliber and 
.50 caliber. In addition to an allowance 
of 8,000 rounds per battery, which will be 
authorized for each of the first three tests, 
a monthly allowance of 24 rounds per bat- 
tery is authorized for the .30 caliber guns. 
In addition to the allowance of 800 rounds 
of .50-caliber ammunition per battery 
which is authorized for each of the first 
two tests, a monthly allowance of 1,600 
rounds per battery is authorized. For all 
the tests, extending into September, there 
will be an allowance of 192,000 rounds for 
the .30-caliber machine ‘guns and 96,000 
rounds for the .50 caliber guns. 

Six major exercises are outlined in the 
program of the War Department. They 
include: Exercise 1, 3-inch-gun firing at 
towed sleeve target; Exercise 2, machine- 
gun firing at towed sleeve target; Exer- 
cise 3, machine-gun firing at target glider ; 
Exercise 4, simulated bombing attack; Ex- 
ercise 5,'3-inch-gun firing at towed sleeve 
targets; and Exercise 6, search-light bat- 
tery exercises. 

In the simulated night bombing attack 
the attacking force is to drop a simulated 
bomb from each of the bombing planes on 
a designated target, and the defending force 
is to endeavor to illuminate the bombing 
plane and to open fire before the bomb 
is released. The attacking force will con- 
sist of three flights of bombers of three 
planes each. 

Opposed to the bombing planes will be 
8-inech A.A. searchlights and two batteries 
of four 3-inch antiaircraft guns each. 

Three or more bombing planes will leave 


the aviation field so as to start a_ bombing 
flight of three or more planes in flight for. 
mation at a point not less than 20 miles 
from an area designated as a target for 
bombing, attempt to find this area and 
drop simulated bombs at a point from 
which, under service conditions, bombs 
would have been released.

Special in- 
terest is manifested in who will be selected 
for the grade of rear admiral by this year’s 
board. It is not believed that Capt. R. R. 
Belknap and Capt. Waldo Evans will be 
passed over again by the Selection Board. 
The action of last year’s Selection Board 
created a profound sensation, and it has 
been a mystery among officers who are 
acquainted with the records and qualifica- 
tions of both Captains Evans and Beiknap. 


The status of Rear Adm. James K. Robi- 
son, U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau of Engi- 
neering, and Capt. Thomas J. Senn, U.S.N., 
commanding the U.S.S. West Virginia, 
somewhat complicates the situation for the 
board in the selection of captains to be 
promoted to rear admirals. They were se- 
lected out by last year's board, but neither 
Rear Admiral Robison or Captain Senn 
have been confirmed in the grade of rear 
admiral.

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NAVY SEAPLANE SMASHES 
NON-STOP FLIGHT MARK 


ILOTED by Lts. J. R. Kyle and ©. H. 

Schildhauer, U.S.N., the Navy PN-9, a 
long distance patrol seaplane, established 
a new world's record for non-stop seaplane 
flight on May 2, having remained in cow 
tinuous flight for 28 hours and 36 minutes. 
The old record, which was established by 
Navy flyers last July, was 14 hours and 
58 minutes. The flight of the PN-) was 
over the Delaware River, and was started 
from the Naval Aircraft Factory, Phila 
delphia Navy Yard, where this plane was 
eonstructed, The world record continuous 
seaplane flight was made at an average 
speed of about SO miles per hour, thus 
covering a distance of about 2,500 miles, 
which is more than enough for the flight 
to Honolulu from the west coast. 

The PN-9 is powered with two Packard 
engines of over 600 horsepower each. The 
hull of the plane is constructed of a strong, 
light, aluminum alloy, as are the tail sur- 
faces. This plane is scheduled to make a 
non-stop flight from the Pacific coast to 
Honolulu in the near future and her re- 
cent performance indicates that the plane 
is entirely adequate for this project.

NAVY AIR SERVICE 





DISTANCE of 2,000 miles was success- 

fully worked with a short-wave radio 
set in a Navy plane in flight during a re- 
cent test held at the Naval Air Station, 
Anacostia, D. C. Signals from the plane, 
a Navy DH-4B type, were heard in St. 
Paul, Minn., and Tampa, Fla., but were 
not heard at stations much nearer. The 
plane was in communication with the 
Naval Radio Research Laboratory at Belle- 
vue, D. C., on a 20-meter wave length up 
to a distance of 60 miles, at which point 
signals from the plane were no longer 
heard, later reports telling of the recep- 
tion with good audibility of the signals in 
St. Paul and Tampa. This appears to be 
a peculiarity of transmitting sets using 
very short wave lengths. 

Experiments with this type of radio 
equipment by the Navy during the past 
year have shown that signals on wave 
lengths below 40 meters have what is 
known as a “jump-over” effect; that is, 
they only travel moderate distances, then 
disappear for a distance varying from 300 
to 700 miles, reappearing at distant points. 

The light-weight transmitter in the plane 
used only two receiving tubes, and the re- 
ception of signals from the set 2,000 miles 
away is believed to be a record for heavier 
than aircraft radio equipment. 

Receiving in the plane while in flight us- 
ing the 20-meter wave length was possible 
only up to 40 miles, due to the excessive 
interference experienced from the ignition 
system of the engine. This is due to the 
fact that each of the 24 spark plugs of the 
Liberty engine with which the plane is 
powered acted as transmitting stations, 
sending out strong signals in about the 
sume wave length of the radio set (20 
meters). Like most spark stations these 
signals are very broad and difficult to tune 
out. Attempts are now being made _ to 
overcome this difficulty. 


HE largest 
that has been 
try was flown from 
Washington, D. C.. in a 


air-cooled airplane engine 
produced in this coun- 
Paterson, N. J., to

plane on April 29. The 230 miles cov- 
ered by the flight was made in what is 
considered to be remarkably fast time for 
a heavy duty plane. Lt. Lee Webb, of 
the Rureau of Aeronautics, Navy Depart- 
ment, who piloted the plane landed at the 
Naval Air Station in Washington 1 hour 
and 50 minutes after leaving Paterson. 

The engine installed in the plane is the 
first of its type to be built for the Navy 
by the Wright Aeronautical Corporation. 
It is a 450-hersepower motor and has been 
named the “Cyclone.” 

Tests of the plane with the new air- 
cooled motor have indicated a marked in- 
crease in efficiency and performance. This 
fact is attributed to the decrease in weight 
per horsepower through the development 
of the air-cooled principle. The advan- 
tages of the air-cooled motor have been 
recognized for several years in aeronauti- 
‘al circles, but the practical difficulties in 
building power plants in units of rela- 
tively large horsepower has hitherto proved 
n considerable difficulty. 

A comparison with the Liberty motor 
gives an accurate impression of the ad- 
vance that has been made in,the air-cooled 
“Cyclone.” Whereas the Liberty installa- 
tion involves a weight of 3.2 pounds per 
horsepower when ready for flight, the new 
Wright “Cyclone” cuts this weight factor 
to 2 pounds per horsepower, a saving in 
weight of nearly 40 per cent. Other ad- 
vantages for the air-cooled engine in mili- 


tury types of aircraft are found in the 
elimination of the water-cooling system, 
which involves considerable head resist- 


unce and renders the plane more vulnerable 
to enemy attack. A puncture of the radia- 
tor system in combat will effectually elimi- 


nate a plane from action and bring it 
down. 
In tests at the Paterson plant of the 


Wright Co. the plane indicated superior 
performance characteristics. It climbed 
for altitude at the rate of 1,000 feet per 
minute, took off with a very short run in 
eight seconds and landed under control 
with a greatly reduced landing speed.

U. S. WARSHIPS MUST KEEP 
WITHIN RATING ALLOWED 


O empiiasize the policy of the Nayy 

Department of keeping ships within their 
personnel allowances. the Bureau of Nayj. 
gation has made public a quotation from 
reply that has been made to the command. 
ing officer who ashed permission to advance 
men to ratings higher than those allowed 
for the vessel. The position is taken that 
the fact that the Navy as a whole is short 
in a rating does not justify an increase 
above the allowance of any vessel. 

The following is the quotation to which 
reference is made: 


“The complement or personnel allowance 
of any vessel is presumed to represent the 
requirements of that vessel in men of cer. 
tain qualifications. To permit the advance- 
ment of men to ratings higher than those 
included on such complements is, in effect, 
to return to a system that did not take 
into account the existence or nonexistence 
of vacancies on board the vessel to whiei 
a man was attached when he was advanced 
in rating. 

“While the sum of all approved comple- 
ments in any rating is the requirement of 
the Navy in that rating, the bureau no 
longer feels it would be justified in advane- 
ing a man to a rating not called for by the 
complement of the vessel to which he jis 
attached simply because the Navy as a 
whole may at the moment be short in that 
riting. It was necessary during the unset. 
tled period following demobilization for al] 
vessels to train men for advancement re- 
gardless of their complements for the bene. 
fit of the Service at large where acute 
shortages existed in many petty officer 
ratings. As soon as that condition was 
remedied and the number of petty officers 
in Service began to approach the Service 
requiremenis, the bureau abandoned the 
eligibility list system of promotion for en- 
listed men other than chief petty officers. 
At that time there were names on the lists 
in the bureau that had been accepted under 
the old scheme and in those ratings it was 
necessary to provide for the advancement 
of those men before giving authority to in- 
dividual commanding officers to advance te 
those ratings. The number of ratings in 
this category has now been considerably 
reduced.” 


NAVY TELEPHONE ORDER 
CONFIRMATION STRESSED 


O impress upon the Service the neces- 

sity of confirming orders given over the 
telephone by writing, the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, Navy Department, calls attention 
to an endorsement of a recent court:

WILL REINTRODUCE BILL 

s—F course, I will reintroduce my bill 
early next Congress, which provides 

‘or an inerease in the officer personnel of 
the Regular Army by 1,000,” said Colonel 
Bacon, who was in W ashington last week. 
“The increase, which will be in incre- 
ments of 200 a year for five years, will 
seureely keep pace with the growth of the 
National Guard and the Organized Re- 
serves under the present military policy. I 
believe it is absolutely necessary to provide 
for this increase in the Regular Army if 
tie provisions of the National Defense Act 


are to be carried out. The cost of this 
gradual increase would be very small in 
comparison with the benefits that would 


result, and I feel very strongly that if we 
are to maintain an efficient National Guard 
and Organized Reserve we must have an 
adequate corps of trained officers of the 
Regular Army available for instruction 
pi ey poses, 

“The present shortage in Regular Army 
officers for the military training camps for 
the training of Reserve officers, as well as 
the maintaining of an efficient training of 


units of the Regular Army, are too well 
known to need much comment. Anyone 
‘who visits the Summer camps will soon 


become aware of this shortage, and that the 
Regular Army is really being called upon 
to carry too large a burden. It is no 
wonder that General Pershing, the Secre- 
tary of War and others competent to judge, 
who have given the matter careful thought, 
have strongly urged an increase. 

“T am gratified to be advised that the 
General Staff is making a study of my bill, 
and I hope that it will be ready with its 
report early next session. It is my inten- 
tion to make a request that the Military 
Affairs Committee hold hearings on the bill, 
which I am confident will bring out the 
needs for such legislation. It is my opinion 
that a great many prominent National 
Guard officers, Reserve officers and college 
professors will be willing to appear in 
advocacy of the bill. 

“The educational institutions that are 
attempting to maintain Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps feel the shortage of Regu- 


lar officer instructors, and are constantly 
demanding more instructors. The bill 
which I have introduced will give these 


colleges very much needed relief.” 


LINE AND STAFF TITLES 

Ju ST before he was relieved from the 

office of Judge Advocate General of the 
Navy, Rear Adm. J. L. Latimer, U.S.N., 
dropped on the steps of the office of the 
Secretary of the Navy a very interesting 
package in the form of an opinion that the 
regulations giving staff officers military 
title is illegal. To those who are interested 
iu maintaining a harmonious relation be- 
tween the Line and the Staff of the Navy 
the opinion is very embarrassing. 

It is evident from his statements 
questioned concerning the opinion that 
Secretary Wilbur is not altogether pleased 
with the developments. He stated that he 
was going to give both sides. of the con- 
troversy a hearing, and that he would not 
be ready to act on the matter much before 
January. It is possible that the opinion 
ray be quietly pigeon-holed, as it is ap- 
parent that the Secretary of the Navy has 
no relish for any factional differences in 


when 


the Navy at this time. 
When Secretary Daniels changed the 
regulations so as to give staff officers the 


same titles as the line, it is stated that 
the legality of the action was questioned. 
However, Mr. Daniels rejected this view, 
and brought down upon his head denuncia- 


tiens not only from the line of the Navy 
but many prominent civilians who were 
then interested in the Navy. This was one 


of the most unpopular acts of Secretary 
Daniels’ administration and caused indig- 
tation among line officers and their friends. 

Secretary Wilbur realizes, without regard 


to the merits of the question, that any 
action he may take will tend to create 
friction in the Navy. More than this, a

refusal to take action is apt to create 
dissatisfaction. The opinion places the 
Secretary in a very delicate position, from 
which he will require the skill of a diplo- 
mat to extricate himself. 

SUGGEST COMPROMISE 

F THE Secretary of the Navy should 

approve the opinion of the Judge Ad- 
vocate General as to the legality of the 
present Staff titles, it is stated that he 
will recommend to Congress as a compro- 
mise titles for Staff Officers similar to 
those of the British Navy. Several other 
navies have titles for Staff Officers some- 
thing on the line of those in the British, 
and it comes from a reliable source that 
in the opinion of the Secretary this would 
be an excellent solution of the problem in 
the event that he takes the same legal view 
of the situation that is held by the Judge 
Advocate General. 

Under this plan it would be Surgeon 
Commander John Doe, Paymaster General 
Admiral John Doe and Chaplain Colonel 
John Doe. Thus it is urged that the staff 
could retain military titles which would 
indicate their status and at the same time 
have a title which would designate the 
character of their service. ; 

MERCHANT NAVAL RESERVE 

C BAIRMAN O'CONNOR, of the Ship- 

ping Board, comes out with the sugges- 
tion that the solution of the shipping prob- 
lem will be for the Government to give the 
crews of American merchant ships retainer 
pay as Naval Reserves, thus absorbing the 
differential between American and foreign 
wiges. He would have them enlist in the 
Naval Reserve while they are serving on 
privately owned ships. 

The idea is not a new one. It has been 
embodied in reports of the Navy Depart- 
ment a number of times, but has never 
received serious consideration in Congress 
or by the advocates of a merchant marine. 
If the Shipping Board will join with the 
Navy Department in recommending such 
legislation it is possible that Congress will 
take favorable action. 

Chairman O'Connor proposes an ultimate 
nuinber of 15,000 Reservists. He estimates 
that an appropriation of $2,000,000 would 
be required for the first year, and that the 
Inaximum expenditure would be $6,000,000. 

“This maximum figure,” says Chairman 
O'Connor, “of $6,000,000 would represent 
the aid which the United States Treasury 
would contribute towards the merchant 
marine, for which we would receive a 
guarantee of American manned and pri- 
vately operated vessels, so necessary for 
ni ition: al defense, and for commercial pur- 
poses. 

The Secretary of the Navy said that 
while he was not ready to commit himself 
until he had seen the terms of the bill, he 
was rather inclined to favor the suggestion 
of Chairman O'Connor. 


TARGET PRACTICE HANDICAPPED 


HE plans of the War Department for 

target practice and intensive training 
for antiaircraft artillery at Ft. Totten 
serve to call attention again to the short- 
age of ammunition under the budget pro- 
gram for the entire Army. It also brings 
out the lack of enlisted personnel in the 
Kegular Army for performing its function. 

Instead of being able to hold special 
practice at various forts throughout the 
United States for antiaircraft artillery, 
testing out the guns and ammunition, it 
is necessary to confine the special prac- 
tice to one fort. About 175 men have 
been transferred to Ft. Totten to make 
up part of the deficiencies in the units 
that are to participate in the exercises. 
Although one of the battalions of the 
62d Antiaircraft Regiment is inactive, 
there is not sufficient personnel to fill out 
the remaining battalions. Then, it is ex- 
tremely doubtful whether by concentrating 
the intensive work at Ft. Totten there will 
be sufficient ammunition for all of the 
exercises that should be conducted. 

Other units of the antiaircraft artillery 
will conduct target practice, but it will not 
be on the seale that it should be. With 
antiaircraft artillery in an experimental 
and developing period, there should be no 
lack of funds for target practice or training 
of the personnel. All of the regiments 
should be filled up with the needed men in 
order that the work of developing anti- 
aircraft artillery could be carried on effi- 
ciently. 

ONLY PART OF PROBLEM 
UT this is only part of the problem that 


the War Department must solve in 
battling with the Director of the Budget to 
secure supplies of ammunition required in 
all branches of the Army.

before the Subcommittee on Appropriations, 
as far as the Army officers have been per- 
mitted to go, are filled with warnings of 
the serious shortage in ammunition. 

The United States Army has prided it- 
self on its marksmanship, both in small 
arms and artillery. But it will not be able 
to keep up to its state of efficiency in this 
respect very long if the appropriations for 
ammunition are not increased. Up to last 
year, the Army was using up the old 
surplus ammunition of the World War. 
This is why antiaircraft guns and ammu- 
nition have not kept pace with the lessons 
learned since the war. Even the old war 
surplus is now exhausted, and in the next 
fiscal year target practice will be reduced 
below that which has been conducted since 
the Spanish-American War. Target prac- 
tice will begin to deteriorate next year, 
unless some radical steps are taken to in- 
crease the appropriations. 


ACTION ON NAVY FLYING 


O official action in recent years has 

created a greater sensation in Service 
a than the action of the Secretary of 
the Navy in approving an aviation course 
for the midshipmen at Annapolis. The 
Special Board appointed at the direction of 
the President made a recommendation in 
general terms some time ago which might 
be construed as calling for such a radical 
change in Navy training, but the action of 
the Secretary fell like a bombshell. 

The surprise was all the more profound 
because the Secretary made the order pub- 
lic, as he said, before the ink was dry upon 
his signature. This was literally true, for 
he signed the order just as the newspaper 
men went into his office for the daily con- 
ference. 

The action of the Secretary of the Navy 
will have a far-reaching effect on the entire 
aviation problem. The Army is practically 
as much instructed in the order in question 
as is the Navy. Unintentionally, of course, 
the Navy Department has complicated the 
situation for the General Staff of the War 
Department, which is making a study of 
the aviation personnel problem. 

In some quarters it is believed that the 
War Department will be forced to adopt 
the same policy for West Point that has 
been put into effect at Annapolis. The 
War Department General Staff has been 
studying the personnel problem of the Air 
Service with the view of ascertaining what 
could best be done to insure future progress. 
The Secretary is not inclined to go to 
Congress with recommendations for avia- 
tion legislation if further efficiency and in- 
crease in the number of aviators can be 
secured by Executive orders or changes 
covering the policy of the administration. 
The action of the Secretary of the Navy in 
laying the foundation by which future offi-, 
cers will become either pilots or observers, 
it is recognized, must be taken into con- 
sideration by the General Staff of the 
Army in its recommendations for the Army 


Air Service. 
It scarcely needs official announcement 
by the Secretary of the Navy to reach the 


conclusion that flying pay will be abolished 
in the Navy. Recommendations to this 
effect will be unnecessary for Congress will 
take the matter in its own hands, even 
before the department is ready for the 
change. The matter as to what is the best 
recommendation to make to Congress has 
already been taken under consideration. It 
is realized that the Secretary could not 
secure the approval of the Director of the 
Budget of an increased allowance for the 
pay of the Navy to cover practically all 
of the graduates of ‘the Naval Academy 
who would qualify for flying pay. 


MAY AFFECT ARMY POLICY 
ATURALLY, 
N RALLY 


the question as to “How 

will this new aviation policy of the 
Navy affect the Army?” is being asked in 
the War Department. The Joint Service 
Pay Act was drawn up to equalize the pay 
and allowances of the Services, as well as 
to secure certain increases. Chairman 
Wadsworth, of the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs, has been very insistent 
that the Army and Navy be given the same 
pay and allowances for like service. Will 
Chairman Wadsworth and the other lead- 
ers in Congress permit the Army to draw 
flying pay if it is abolished in the Navy? 
The authorities in the War Department 
think they will not. 

Of course, the situation is different in 
the Army from that in the Navy. The 
Army does not depend entirely upon West 
Point for its supply of commissioned offi- 
cers, about 25 per cent of them coming 
from West Point. The General Staff has 
already under consideration recommenda- 





tions for an enlargement of the course in 
aviation at West Point. 


There are some advocates in the War 
Department who believe that it should go 
as far as the Navy has immediately, as 
they insist it will eventually be forced to 
adopt the same policy. If it does, the logic 
of the situation will make it necessary for 
those who are commissioned in the Army 
from the National Guard, Reserves and 
from civil life in the future to qualify for 
aviation. 

In the event that the War Department 
should adopt the Navy’s policy in dealing 
with aviation, the question comes up as to 
whether the Army Air Service, as now 
constituted, will be continued. The Navy 
maintains its Air Service under the detail 
system, and with the extension of aviation 
to all future Army officers it is insisted in 
some quarters that the War Department 
will be forced to the detail system. Other 
officers in the department insist that the 
Air Service under such a policy could be 
placed on the same basis with the Infantry, 
Cavalry and other branches. 


The action of the Secretary of the Navy 
not only must be taken under consideration 
by the War Department but, it is pointed 
out, it will affect the situation in Congress 
as it relates to the Curry bill. It will be 
difficult for the advocates of the Curry bill 
to go before Congress and maintain their 
position that the Navy does not appreciate 
the importance of aviation when, as one 
officer expresses it, “We are now to have a 
flying Navy.” 


NOCE CASE PROGRESS 


B*% the progress that the United States 
Supreme Court is making on its docket, 
the iossion in the case of Capt. Daniel 
Noce, U.S.A., as to whether cadet service 
counts will be handed down in June, be- 
fore the court adjourns for its Summer 
recess. Chief Justice Taft, it is believed, 
is attempting to carry out the policy of 
speeding up judicial proceedings, as he has 
advocated in a number of lectures before 
the lawyers of the country. 

In this connection it might be mentioned 
that under a law passed at the last session 
of Congress cases cannot be appealed by 
the Government to the Supreme Court from 
the Court of Claims. The United States 
Court of Claims is now the court of last 
resort for cases like that of Noce. Captain 
Noce won in the Court of Claims in 1923, 
but the case was appealed by the Govern- 
ment. 

Claims can only be taken to the Supreme 
Court on a writ of certiorari, which is 
extremely difficult to obtain. The Supreme 
Court will not take cases under a writ 
unless some glaring errors can be shown 
in the decision of the lower court. 

This will be cheerful news to the Serv- 
ices, as the Court of Claims operates 
rapidly and has a rule which makes dila- 
tory tactics on the part of litigants rather 
difficult. The delays that are occasioned 
in the Court of Claims are due more to 
the fact that the Government generally 
takes the last day. of grace in filing proceed- 
ings in the Court of Claims.

The shield, crest and 
motto is described as follows: 

Shield: Parti per chevron reversed gales and 
azure, a pairle argent between in chief a pro- 
jectile palewise of the last (argent) charged 
with the insignia of the 32d Division proper (a 
red arrow with cross bar), a palm tree and a 
giant cactus both or. 

Crest: That for the regiments of the South 
Dakota National Guard. On a wreath of the 


colors (argent and gules) a coyote statant 
proper. 

: — Pret et Volentiers (Ready and Will- 
ing. 


Description: The present 147th F.A., South 
Dakota, traces its history to the 2d Regiment, 
Dakota National Guards, organized in 1884 and 
1885. By provisions of General Orders 4, Ad- 
jutant General of South Dakota, September 9, 
1893, the designation 2d Regiment, Dakota State 
Guards, was changed to Ist Regiment, South 
Dakota National Guard. 

This 1st South Dakota Infantry National 
Guard was called into service of the United 
States by Act of Congress, approved April 22, 
1898. In obedience to this call the regiment was 
mustered in at Sioux Falls, May 19, 1898, serv- 
ing in the Philippine Islands in 1898 and 1899, 
until October 5, 1899, the muster-out date at 
San Francisco, Calif. 

In 1901, Ist Regiment was reorganized and 
a new regiment, the 2d Infantry, formed, as 
units of South Dakota State Guard. By Gen- 
eral Orders No. 6, Adjutant General’s Office, 
South Dakota, March 17, 1903, the designation 
of the First South Dakota Infantry Regiment 
which served in the Philippines was established 
as the “Second Regiment of the South Dakota 
National Guard’ and what had formerly been 
known as the “Second Regiment of the South 
Dakota State Guard” was designated the “Third 
Regiment of the South Dakota National Guard.” 

Under the provisions of General Orders 16, 
Adjutant General’s Office, South Dakota, May 
16, 1905, the 4th South Dakota Infantry was 
formed by a merger of the 2d and 3d Regi- 
ments, South Dakota National Guard. This new 
unit was called into Federal service for duty on 
the Mexican border, where it served at San 
Benito, Texas, from August, 1916, to March, 
1917, when it was transferred back to State 
service. 

Responding to the call of the President of 
the United States, the 4th South Dakota Infantry 
formed at its several home stations on July 15, 
1917, and was mustered into Federal service. 
Pursuant to verbal order of the Commanding 
General, 41st Division, October 3, 1917, the 4th 
South Dakota Infantry was broken up and its 
units taken with others to form the 147th Field 
Artillery. Upon arrival overseas, this unit, un- 
der the provisions of Par. 20, S.O. 64, G.H.Q., 
A.E.F., March 25, 1918, was transferred from 
the 6th Field Artillery Brigade to the 32d Di- 
vision with which it served until after the sign- 
ing of the armistice. By G.O. 16, W.D., 1921, 
as amended, the 147th Field Artillery Regiment, 
which participated in the World War is entitled 
to bear on its colors World War streamer with 


the following inscriptions: Lorraine, Alsace, 
Aisne-Marne, Champagne, Oise-Aisne, Meuse- 
Argonne. 


By virtue of its connection with the history 
of the previous South Dakota Infantry units 
which served in the Philippines, it is also en- 
titled to a Philippine Insurrection Streamer with 
the following inscriptions: Manila and Maloca. 

The shield is red and blue since the regiment 
has been both artillery and infantry. The charge 
in the chief recalls the service in the World 
War—and those in the lower part of the shield 
the service in the Philippines and on the Mex- 
ican Border.

Motto.—Vigilantia (Vigilance). 

The ist Regt. Infantry, Mass. Vol. Militia, 
was organized in 1878 from companies of the 
Ist, 3d, and 4th Battalions Inf.

Some of the units in last-named units 
served in the War of 1812, the Civil War, 
Spanish-American War, and World War. Com-

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COAST ARTILLERY CORPS SERVICE SCHOOLS AND ACADEMIES 


N order that antiaircraft units may be 
I provided with a suitable sound-locating 
device, experiments are being made with 
the exponential horn, which is the first 
forward step taken by the War Depart- 
ment in an effort to improve this type of 
antiaircraft equipment. The preliminary 
tests indieate that this type of equipment 
will have a sound-detecting range of ap- 
proximately 8 miles in the daytime, and 
that its accuracy will be greatly superior 
to that of the Perrin telesitemeter, which 
‘nstrument up to the present time has been 
considered the best listening device which 
has been developed. : 

The Coast Artillery regiments which will 
be given these sound detectors to be tested 
this month are: 60th Regiment, Philippine 
Islands; 61st Regiment, Ft. Monroe, Va. ; 
62d Regiment, Ft. Totten, N. Y.; 63d 
Regiment, San Francisco, Calif.; 64th 
Regiment, Hawaiian Islands; and the 65th 
Regiment, in Panama. 

Plotting boards are to be improvised 
locally for use with these sound-listening 
devices, and it is confidently expected that 
the results obtained from searchlights will 
be increased 100 per cent when these de- 
vices are used. There has been provided 
by the Ordnance Department for night 
firings improvised lighting systems for the 
R.A. corrector using Edison storage bat- 
teries, and also a lighting system for the 
alimeter, model of 1921. 

The War Department is also devoting 
considerable attention to the development 
ot a satisfactory antiaircraft machine-gun 
sight. The sights developed so far_have 
been tested by the Coast Artillery Corps. 
As soon as certain changes, suggested by 
the Coast Artillery Board, are _ incor- 
porated in its design, it is expected 
that one of the sights now under considera- 
tion will be adopted as standard equipment. 
The Vickers Company has produced what 
uppears to be a very satisfactory antiair- 
craft computer, which can be employed for 
either case one or case three firing. This 
instrument includes “the follow’ the 
pointer” data transmitting device, with the 
exception of the data transmitting device. 
This device is of a very rugged construc- 
tion and is entirely mechanical in opera- 
tion.

FIELD ARTILLERY SCHOOL

HE library of the Field Artillery School 

has recently received some very valu- 
able additions to its collection of books. 

The library is considered one of the best 
in the Army, and since the fire that it 
suffered during the last Summer national 
institutions, as well as many officers of the 
Army, have been contributing additions to 
its files. In the last month over 1,000 
volumes have been received. 

Chief among the donors was the United 
States Military Academy, which contrib- 


uted over 700 volumes. The Engineer 
School sent over 300, and the Army War 
College in Washington, D. C., 200. Other 
contributions include the Smithsonian. In- 
stitute, the Interior Department, and the 
United States Geological Survey. 

The library has also received a large 
collection of French books from Maj. A. D. 
Budd, 1st Field Artillery ; from Maj. 8. D. 
Downs some rare books of fiction, and 
from Capt. Samuel White some volumes 
dealing with psychology. 

The two most valuable contributions 
were made by Maj. R. H. Lewis, the school 
executive, and Maj. R. B. Paddock, a stu- 
dent in the advanced course. Major Lewis 
presented the library with De L’Equita- 
tion et des Haras, a rare book which was 
published in France in 1843. The book is 
of particular interest to horsemen. 

Major Paddock contributed over 100 
books, many of them printed in French. 
Particularly significant is his contribution 
of Army Registers from 1826 to 1899, a 
collection of great historical interest to 
the Army which could hardly be dupli- 
cated.

Lieutenant Smith, who has been with the 
squadron longer than any officer now on 
duty with it, spoke on the history of the 


regiment since its organization. The 
regimental song was played and sung 
by Mrs. D. H. Blakelock, the entire 
Squadron joining in the chorus. The 


Squadron gave a reception and dance at 
the Hostess House on March 


THREF-DAY endurance ride of 50 

miles per day was held recently at Ft. 
Riley, Kans., by the S.A. Equitation Class. 
Before the ride itself considerable study was 
made by the class of methods of feeding 
particular horses for such a test. Aside 
from this study, actual conditioning of 
horses was limited to a period of three 


weeks. During the ride Service conditions 
were simulated, leading being permitted, 


each contestant being required to care for 
his own mount, and feed being limited to 
the regulation grain and forage ration. 
Eleven entries started and all finished. 
The minimum time each day was 10 hours; 
the maximum 10% hours. Maximum time 
for the entire ride was 31 hours. Horses 
were handicapped by weight for age. Time 
counted 30 per cent, weight of horse 10 
per cent, and general condition 60 per 
cent. 

Routes were different each day and in- 
cluded much up and down hill work. The 
majority of the roads were of ordinary 
dirt. Much rain was encountered, mak- 
ing the roads impassable for motor trans- 
portation, but the contestants were not 
unduly delayed. An entire absence of 
scratches was noted, in spite of the un- 
favorable conditions. All the horses used 
were half thoroughbreds or better. All con- 
testants fed over three-fourths of the total 
allowance of hay and grain between the 
end of the ride each day and 10 p. m. 


Watering was frequent en route. Horses 
were carefully rested, rubbed, and other- 


wise cared for at the noon halt and at the 
end of the day’s ride. 

The winner was Lieutenant Comfort 
on Medio, an 8-year-old, 15.1 polo pony. 
Captain Gay, on O'’Riel, a 13-year-old 
thoroughbred gelding, was second; and 
Captain Grow, on Brown Berry, a 6-year- 
old, 16-hand, three-quarter-bred mare, was 
third. 


HE Special Advanced Equitation Class 

held a daylight cross-country ride re- 
centl at the Cavalry School, Ft. Riley, 
Kans. The distance was about 17 miles 
over the reservation, and required re- 
porting at several different stations, rep- 
resented by flags and indicated to the con- 


testants on the map by coordinates, true 
bearing and azimuth. The winner was 
Captain Fiske on Lulu, whose time was 
1 hour and 36 minutes; second, Captain 
Grow, on Brown Berry, time 1 hour and 
42 minutes; and third, Captain Wilder on 
Fayette, time 1 hour and 45 minutes. 

This daylight ride led to a similar 10- 
mile cross-country ride at night, open to 
four entries each from the Advanced Class, 
the Special Advanced Equitation Class, 
each platoon of the Troop Officer's Class, 
and the 2d Cavalry. 

Five stations, given to the contestants 
by means of coordinates, true bearings and 
magnetic azimuths, were required to be 
made by each rider, who was assisted by 
a companion rider. The latter was re- 
quired to finish with his contestant to 
avoid disqualification for the latter. It took 
the contestants from 6 to 20 minutes to 
plot the positions of the stations, which 
were represented on the ground by oflii- 
cers, without lights, who were allowed to 


indicate their location only when the con- . 


testant was within 40 feet of the station. 
All stations were located well off the roads 
in open country or under cover. 

Just as the ride started, a heavy down- 
pour of rain started, which lasted through- 
out the ride and made the conditions 
doubly difficult. Captain Grow, on Brown 
Berry, was the winner in the extremely 
fast time of 1 hour and 9 minutes; Lieu- 
tenant Thornburg, on Worth, was second; 
and Captain Wilder, on Fayette, was third. 
Sergeant Woods, of the 9th Cavalry, who 
was acting as companion to Major Frank- 
lin, sustained a bad fall on a slippery road 
just at the start and received a dislocated 
shoulder, but courageously mounted and 
finished the ride in spite of his injury. 


HE 2d U. S. Cavalry, Ft. Riley, Kans., 

held a night ride which was open to 
three noncommissioned officers of each 
troop of the eight troops in the regiment 
who were the winners in each troop in a 
previous shorter night ride. Twenty-four 
entries started over the course of about 45 
miles, which extended through West Gate, 
Ogden and Milford. The winner was Cor- 
poral Derr, of the Headquarters Troop; 
Corporal Beatty, Troop E, second; and 
Corporal Vance, Troop F, third. The win- 
ners elapsed time was 4 hours and 15 
minutes, which included about 1 mile at 
the lead before the finish, which was re- 
quired by the conditions of the contest. 
His actual riding time was at the rate of 
about 12 miles per hour. 

Fifteen men made all stations. No 
horses were injured, only two being dis- 
qualified for temporary lameness. The 
ride proved to be of considerable instruc- 
tional value to the contestants in finding 
directions at night and in the use and care 
of horseflesh, of a type to be found in or- 
ganizations, at speed and over a long dis- 
tance. All of the horses used were ordi- 


nary troop mounts of unknown breeding. 


ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT 


THE six-type VII Airway Parachute 
Flares which were manufactured at 
Picatinny Arsenal and tested at Aberdeen 
Proving Ground, have met with excellent 
results. This design of flare is an im- 
prevement of the type III. 


T? meet the requirement for the normal 
heavy (Army) gun and howitzer, the 
155-mm. gun—8-inch howitzer materiel, 
model of 1920—was designed, and one field 
carriage and one self-propelled unit built 
for test. The piston-rod pull for the how- 
itzer is nearly the same as that for the 
gun, so that no major compromises were 
necessary to mount the howitzer and the 
gun on the same carriage. The carriage 
is of the split-trail type generally similar 
to the 155-mm. G.P.F. used during the 
war. The materiel in firing position 
weighs 23,590 pounds. The gun has a 
range of 25,860 yards, using a 95-pound 
projectile with a muzzle velocity of 2,800 
feet per second. The howitzer has a range 
of 18,700 yards, using a 200-pound pro- 
jectile with a muzzle velocity of 1,950 feet 
per second. The normal charge with a 
velocity of 2,100 feet per second for the 
gun at 45 degrees elevation gives a range 
of 20,000 yards. This range is obtained 
with the supercharge (muzzle _ velocity, 
2,800 feet per second) when firing at 20 
degrees elevation. The powder charge for 
the howitzer is zoned so as to get plunging 
fire at all ranges up to the maximum. 

The recoil mechanism has a_ variable 
length of recoil in order to avoid digging 
more of a firing pit than necessary. he 
recoil mechanism is adjusted at an arsenal 
for either the gun or howitzer, and is 
issued for use only with the cannon for 
which adjusted. So as to further reduce 
the depth of pit required, the trunnions 
are located near the breech. The tipping 
parts are not balanced about the trunnions 
then, and a counterpoise is required in 
order that the piece may be easily elevated 
and depressed. The lower ends of the two 
equilibrators rest in brackets on the top 
earriage and work against arms on the 
trunnions. The handwheel loads for ele- 
vating vary from 2 pounds to 20 pounds, 
as compared with the handwheel load of 
7 pounds required to traverse the piece. 

A quick-return mechanism is provided 
to return the gun to horizontal for load- 
ing. This mechanism is independent of 
the elevating mechanism, so that the lay- 
ing of the gunner is not disturbed by load- 
ing. Jacks are included in the mounting 
of the axle, so that the weight can be 
taken from the springs and the axle con- 
nected directly to the bottom carriage with- 
out the use of separate jacks. The method 
of supporting the trails when going into 
firing position by the use of a lifting beam 
and jacks under the rear edge of the bot- 
tom carriage, similar to that used with the 
155-mm. G.P.F., has proved to be the most 
practicable in Ordnance Department tests. 
As the steel spades provided with the 
‘arriage weigh 790 pounds each and are 
not easily handled by hand, a crane car- 
rying a chain block has been mounted on 
a 10-ton tractor to facilitate their handling. 

This crane has also been successfully 
used to swing the trails out to the firing 
position. One experimental wood spade 
with metal trail fastenings has been pro- 
vided in an effort to develop lighter spades 
and which may more readily be carried on 
the carriage. 

The gun or howitzer may be transported 
on the carriage in a retracted position. 
As the total weight, 28,000 pounds, in this 
position is too great for handling, a di- 
vision into two loads is more desirable, 
and the Heavy Transport Wagon is pro- 
vided to carry either the gun or the how- 
itzer. The wagon is provided with winches 
for raising the trails underneath the 
wagon, so as to align the body with the 
guides of the recoil mechanism and for the 
retracting of the cannon. As it was found 
difficult to align the body and the guides 
by this method alone, the front traveling 
lock was made adjustable. This adjust- 
ment is sufficient to permit the guides of 
the recoil mechanism to be aligned with 
the guides on the wagon body and to pre- 
vent binding as the center of gravity of 
the gun moves onto the wagon. 

The tests of this materiel made by the 
Ordnance Department have shown it to be 
generally satisfactory for a weapon of this 
type.

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THE NAVY LINE AND STAFF 


HE very old and burning question as to 

whether staff officers of the Navy have 
the right to the same title of rank as line 
officers has broken out afresh by an opinion 
from the Judge Advocate General of the 
Navy, who holds that staff officers are not 
entitled to the titles of rank held by officers 
of the line. He also held that the order 
issued by Secretary Daniels in 1918 allow- 
ing the use of line titles to staff officers is 
illegal. 

The request for the present opinion was 
made by the Bureau of Navigation, and 
this has been submitted to the Secretary of 
the Navy, who will hear arguments from 
both the line and staff before reaching a 
decision, it is understood. 

It will be a good thing for the Navy if 
the old controversy can be settled legally 
and finally and thus leave no loophole for 
future controversies. 

Rear admirals of the line, captains, and 
other officers who hold sea command, have 
always been very jealous of their titles as 
seamen for a century back, and while hav- 
ing no personal feeling against their 
brother officers of the staff, do not believe 
that a doctor or supply officer, chaplain or 
other staff officer who may have the rank 
of rear admiral and captain should have 
the official title of such and be considered 
by the public in general as those who com- 
mand fleets or ships. 

On the other hand, staff officers have 
been of the opinion that even though they 
are not officers who ever command ships, 
they are entitled to the same title in rank, 
grade for grade, as the line officer. They 
claim that the Personnel Act of 1899 gave 
them equal standing with line officers, and 
the right to use the same title of rank. 

Since Former Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels on August 27, 1918, issued his 
famous G.O. 418 there has been no distine- 
tion in the titles of rank of the line and 
staff officers. This order said in part: 
“Applicable to Regulars and Reservists, 
the uniform of any given rank or rating 
in the Navy shall hereafter be identical in 
every respect throughout, except for the 
necessary distinguishing corps devices, and 
every officer in the Navy shall be desig- 
nated and addressed by the title of his rank 
without any discrimination whatever.”

A.A.W., CHICAGO, ILL.—Q. (1) In places 
where an enlisted man is on commutation of 
rations status, should he be required to pay 
the overhead charges on subsistence purchased 
at sales commissary, provided the cost does not 
exceed the value of commutation? (2) In 
places where an enlisted man is on the com- 
mutation of quarters and ration status, is he 
entitled to the same allowance when on fur- 
lough? f 

A. Your two questions are answered in the 
affirmative and negative, respectively. 

MASTER SGT. W.H.D., VINCENNES, IND.— 
Q. Was discharged July 24, 1922, and re-enlisted 
July 25, 1922. Retired January 24, 1924, at 
Ft. Sam Houston, Tex. Am I entitled to three 
months’ bonus as authorized by the Act of June 
10, 1922, or does this apply only to men on 
their second enlistment? 

A. From the data given, you were entitled to 
this bonus upon your re-enlistment on July 25, 
1922. If you have not received payment for 
this, suggest that you make application to the 
General Accounting Office, Claims Division, 
Washington, D. C. 

H.H., HIGHLAND FALLS, N.Y.—From the 
data you have given us, your term of enlist- 
ment will expire approximately in three years 
and four months from the date of your enlist- 
ment. After serving two years in your present 
enlistment, the purchase price of your discharge 
will be $100. 

MASTER SGT., R.S., BALTIMORE, MD.—Q. 
Will you kindly let me know when I will be re- 
tired? It will be sometime this year. 

A. The lack of sufficient clerical help does 
not permit the War Department to search the 
records in ascertaining the retirement of the 
personnel of the military establishment. The 
JOURNAL suggests that you submit your appli- 
cation to The Adjutant General of the Army 
about three months prior to the date of your 
retirement, according to your own computations. 
A search will then be made of the Official De- 
partment Records and you will be notified in 
due course of time. 

W.H., RICHMOND HILL, L. L, N. Y.—Q. 
Would like to know if the pay of retired officers 
has been equalized with the pay of 19257 I 
was retired prior to July, 1922, as a junior 
lieutenant, U.S.N. 

A. The Bureau of Navigation of the Navy 
Department has just issued a letter to the Serv- 
ice in which attention is invited to the provi- 
sions of Section 3 of the naval omnibus bill, 
which has recently been enacted by Congress 
and which reads as follows: “That all retired 
commissioned and warrant officers of the United 
States Navy and Marine Corps who served on 
active duty in the Navy and Marine Corps of 
the United States during the World War shall 
be credited with all active duty performed since 
retirement during the period from April 6, 1917, 
to March 8, 1921, in the computation of their 
longevity pay.” 

J.F., FT. SILL, OKLA.—Q. Upon enlist- 
ing in May, 1922, my pay was $39 per month. 
In August, 1922, I was promoted to a private 
(1 cl.). Should my pay have remained the same 
or was it proper for a reduction to be made 
therein? 

A. Due to the fact that you have had a change 
in grade under the provisions of the Act of 
June 10, 1922, if over 12 years’ service, your 
pay should be $34.50; and if over 16 years’ serv- 
ice, your pay should be $36. 

C.K., BALLYWAUGHAN, COUNTY CLARE, 
IRELAND.—Q. Will you please give me the 
wording of Section 10 of the Selective Service 
Act? It refers to the pay, etc., of officers of 
the United States Army in the Service during 
the war. 

A. The only act known regarding the pay of 
officers during the war was the Act of May 18, 
1920, which authorized an increase of $600 a 
year to colonels and lieutenant colonels, $840 
a year to majors, $720 a year to captains, $600 
a year to first lieutenants, and $420 a year to 
second lieutenants. 

R.S., RICHMOND, VA.—Q. Please inform me 
whether or not the Hull bill (S. 2294) became 
a law. am very much interested, having 
served as a commissioned officer during the war 
and was retired as ordnance sergeant before 
June 30, 1922. 

A. This was passed by the Senate and re- 
ported favorably out of the House Committee 
on Military Affairs. It was held up, however, 
in the last days of the session. 

H. McC., NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J.—Q. Who 
is the American officer who said, “The Ameri- 
can Army does not retreat but always advances,” 
during the war when we were ordered back? 

A. Both Gens. Omar Bundy and Robert L. 
Bullard are credited with making a statement 
of this kind, it is said. 

E.W., TOMAH, WIS.—Q. During a National 
Guard Federal inspection, the inspecting officer 
is in one end of the armory and an enlisted man 
in the other end of the armory (about 65 feet). 
The inspecting officer calls to the enlisted man 
to come to him. Does the enlisted man go in 
quick time or double time to the officer? 

A. Unless otherwise directed, he goes in quick 


time. 

CORP. F.C.V., FT. THOMAS, KY.—Q. (1) 
Date of the arrival and departure of the 26th 
U.S. Infantry in the P. I. the first time? (2) 
What date did the 22d Infantry arrive in Alaska 
and date of their departure therefrom? 

A. (1) The 26th Infantry arrived in the P. I. 
Dec. 2, 1908, and departed therefrom June 15, 
1909. (2) The 22d Infantry arrived at Ft. Wil- 
liam H. Seward, Alaska, June 29, 1908, and de- 
parted therefrom July 6, 1910.

N. C. 0. RETIREMENT 
Te Tue Epitor: 
OMMENTING upon (not criticising) 
the words of A. B. Smith under “Voice 
oj the Services,” in the ARMY AND NAvY 
JouRNAL of April 18, 1925, it seems diffi- 
cult to reconcile his statements with actual 
facts—that is, wherein he decries the pro- 
crastination of certain individuals who ap- 
pear loath to leave the Service when 
eligible for retirement. 

A case of this kind, even if specifically 
pointed out, would not prove that soldiers 
in general do not automatically retire after 
30 years of service, for most old soldiers 
have realized the hope of their lives when 
they have reached this goal, and when they 
have reached it they go—with the joy of 
accomplishment in their hearts. Rest as- 
sured that the average man who lingers has 
some very good reason for remaining. 

Perhaps he is waiting, longing for the 
day when some younger master sergeant 
will, voluntarily or under pressure, step 
down for him in order that he may leave 
the Service with a sufficient monthly allow- 
ance to give him a substantial substitute 
for his lessened earning power. Of course, 
if all the old “hang-ons” (so called) were 
content to return to civil life with the 
allowance the grade of private will give 
him, it would undoubtedly smooth the way 
for promotion of those who may not be 
seeking advancement through “selfish per- 
sonal motives.” 

No one can doubt that Mr. Smith's state- 
ments are correct in general, for it is true 
that the old “hang-on’s” last years of serv- 
ice are shaky and uncertain ones. Yet, 
having weakened physically in harness, he 
may still be considered mentally valuable 
to the Service and he is doubtless some- 
times urged to remain on this account. 
But this is the exception rather than the 
tule. 

If these men have lost their physical 
value to the Service, how much less capable 
must they be of coping with their new 
work in civil life? So why not be reason- 
able and give them the best chance pos- 
sible? 

Note that the War Department urges 
reenlistments—even of these old timers, be- 
cause “they can be used to great advantage 
during * * Snmmer training camps, 
while if a new recruit without prior mili- 
tary experience is enlisted * * * little 
can be expected of him from an instruc- 
tional standpoint.” 

So, if such heinous offenses (?) as 
charged are committed by these old and 
infirm (?) veterans, we mav have the solu- 
tion of the problem in Mr. Smith’s sugges- 
tion that enlisted men of the Army be 
given the benefit of a 25-year retirement 
provision, or that a graded retirement law 
be enacted for them similar to that which 
favors enlisted men of the Navy, Marine 
Corps and allied Services. 

It is regrettable that the need for action 
cannot be recognized to such extent as to 
make it a matter for War Department and 
congressional action, if for no other reason 
than to remove the appearance of diserimi- 
nation which under existing conditions 
operates unfavorably to the Army. 

As an illustration of this inequality— 
that is, to give a concrete example of an 
action which has never been possible in the 
Army—it may be cited that in the Army 
AND NAvy JOURNAL of a recent issue the 
following announcements appear involving 
members of the Army Mine Planter Service 
who for some reason have reached their 
“goal”: 

“Blank, having had more than 20 years’ 
service, is placed on the unlimited retired 
list; Blank, having had more than 10 years’ 
service and less than 20, is placed on the 
unlimited retired list; and Blank, having 
had more than 10 years’ service, is placed 
vn the unlimited retired list.” 

In the cases cited above the men may be 
warrant officers at the time of retirement, 
but it is safe to assume that their service 
in the main has been as enlisted men. 

Briefly, why not give “the old hang- 
ons” retirement when sufficient vigor is 
left to them to enjoy the fruit of their 
services, and at the same time assure them 
of a sufficient remuneration to keep them 
a little aside from the Niagara of com- 
mercial and industrial competition which 
confronts them upon their separation from 
the service? The cost can in no way be 
conceived as burdensome. 

In conclusion, note the following item 
which appeared in the Boston Herald of 
April 29. It is interesting to attempt to 
analyze the value of such a man to the 


Nation, both as a citizen and as a soldier: 

“The retirement from active duty of 
Sgt. Maj. Henry Muller, who served for 
30 years in the Army, discloses that he 
has five sons in the Regular Army and a 
sixth son who was in the Navy during 
the World War. His sons are all com. 
missioned officers.”

REAR ADMIRAL POTTER 
To Tue EpITor: 


THE passing of Rear Adm. David Potter 
(S.C.), U.S.N., from the office of Pay- 
master General of the Navy calls to my 
mind the high purposes accomplished by 
him during his tour as Chief of the Bureay 
of Supplies and Accounts, and I think a 
brief reference to him in your valuable 
paper is merited. 

One outstanding achievement of his is 
the program for advancing professional 
knowledge among the officers of the Supply 
Corps. In 1921, shortly after Admiral 
Potter took office, a large number of tem- 
porary and Reserve officers were commis- 
sioned in the corps. Many of these officers 
needed strengthening on the theory side to 
enlarge and to develop their vision. For 
this need Admiral Potter obtained depart. 
mental authority te set up the Supply 
Corps School of Application at Washing. 
ton. Nearly 200 of the junior officers of 
the Supply Corps passed through the three 
months’ intensive course at this school, 
where they had the benefit of contact, 
through lecture work, with prominent lead- 
ers in the commercial fields of banking, 
purchasing and warehousing, and _ with 
recognized authorities in the _ principal 
branches of economics. 

Additional to these courses, other officers 
of the Supply Corps were sent to Harvard 
for training in business administration. 
Others were given the part-time extension 
courses of institutions such as Pennsyl- 
vania, Pace, Alexander Hamilton and Bab- 
son, all with the idea of broadening their 
knowledge of modern business. Still others 
were given part-time law courses at 
Georgetown. Still others were given tech- 
nical courses, some at the Army Subsist- 
ence School at Chicago, some at _ the 
Philadelphia Textile School, and some at 
the Army Industrial College. 

The value of this educational wor 
brought about mainly through the efforts 
of Admiral Potter cannot be overestimated; 
its influence on the minds of the officers 
who received the benefit will work many 
substantial advantages in the transaction 
of the Navy’s business. 

On the practical side, Admiral Potter 
has instituted many reforms. He simpli- 
fied the payroll—the first general change 
in more than 100 years—and he set up a 
administrative examination of accounts 
with the result that for the first time 
audits are made to disclose errors favoring 
the personnel as well as those against 
them. He has simplified the ration ac 
counting and has left the nucleus of a plan 
that will further simplify that vexatious 
problem. 

His high purposes and his untiring 
efforts to improve the business methods of 
the Navy have won for him the admiration 
of not only the naval personnel but as wel 
the admiration of business men with whom 
the Navy has to deal. 

His kindly courtesy and pleasing per 
sonality will remain long in the memory of 
the naval and civilian personnel of the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts.

AND RETIREMENTS 


CAE: FRANK E. McCULLOUGH, 
Med. Corps, U.S.N., who was retired 
from active service April 16, 1925, for 
disability incident to the Service, was 
awarded the Navy Cross “For distin- 
guished service in the line of his profession 
as fleet surgeon on the staff of Commander- 
in-Chief, U. S. Atlantic Fleet.” He was 
born in California, August 21, 1870, and 
entered the Navy as an assistant surgeon 
in August, 1898. In addition to his duties 
at various shore stations, at home and 
abroad, he has served in ships on the 
Asiatic and other stations. He was also 
stationed on the island of Guam, was fleet 
surgeon of the Atlantic Fleet 1917, and 
was subsequently, among other duties, in- 
spector Medical Department activities, Bu- 
reau of Medicine and Surgery, Navy De- 
partment, and to duty as assistant to Chief 
of Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, Navy 
Department, and his last duty was as a 
member of the Naval Retiring Board. 


The following Digest of Comptroller General 
Decisions is announced: 


1. A wheelman under permanent appointment 
in the Coast Guard while serving uader the di- 
rection of the Navy during the war is entitled 
to the pay of the corresponding rating in the 
Navy that of Chief Quartermaster, as announced 
by the Commandant of the Coast Guard in his 
comparative table of ratings issued June 5, 1917. 
(Marcos Psilos case, April 21, 1925.) 


2. A Lieutenant of the Navy, living with his 
mother and sister and maintaining a common 
household is not entitled to rental allowance 
for a dependent mother. It was shown also 
that there was a married brother with two chil- 
dren whose earnings averaged about $200.00 
per month. The Comptroller General, however, 
based the disallowance more on the financial 
condition of the mother, saying that apart from 
this and without considering the obligation of 
the other children to aid in their mother’s sup- 
port, her property of an admitted value of 
$4,500 constitutes an available resource for her 
support which in itself precludes a holding that 
= was a dependent within the meaning of the 
aw. 


The income value of the property owned by 
the mother, if devoted exclusively to her own 
use, may be reflected in a reasonable degree by 
comparison with what a like amount would ac- 
complish employed under a financially sound 
system of insured income, as a regular income 
during the remainder of her lifetime. In this 
case. the mother is 74 years of age, and $4,500 
would represent approximately $54 a year or 
something over $54.00 per month on such pro- 
tect income basis. While, of course, it is not 
intended to suggest the form of investment for 
the mother’s property, the amount of protected 
income apparently available on such basis seems 
a fair method of reflecting the reasonable in- 
come value of such assets if devoted exclusively 
to her use and not held intact for transmission 
to her heirs, bearing in mind, of course, that 
the law requires that the mother be in fact de- 
pendent upon the officer for more than one-half 
of her reasonable support. (Moyer case, April 
21, 1925.)

RETIREMENT OF N. C. O. 


Battalion Sgt. Maj. Henry Muller, U.S.A., 
Ret., who served 30 years in the Army and 20 
years in the civil service, a total of 50 years in 
the Government service, was retired from the 
Federal service at Ft.

lent to one and one-half hours for each of the 
drills for which pay is claimed. 


If such service is administratively considered 
to be the satisfactory performance of his duty 
under the provisions of section 109 of the Na- 
tional Defense Act as amended by the act of 
June 4, 1920, and the regulations of the Secre- 
tary of War issued pursuant thereto, he is en- 
titled to pay during the period from December 
6, 1922 to March 81, 1923, as provided by such 
act. (Pickard case, April 21, 1925.) 


4. Upon reconsideration of the requests of 
Supply Officers of the Navy for allowance in 
their accounts of sums paid to enlisted men of 
the Navy discharged shortly after re-enlistment 
under the provisions of Alnav 5, January 28, 
1922, the Comptroller General says a disbursing 
officer is personally responsible for his payments 
and is entitled to credit in his accounts only 
for lawful expenditures. Unauthorized adminis- 
trative action furnishes no excuse for payment 
not otherwise lawful. 

Even if the payments appeared legal when 
made, it was the duty of the disbursing officer 
to withhold all apparent balances when the true 
condition was disclosed by the discharge of the 
men shortly after enlistment. 

In view of all the facts and circumstances, 
especially the administrative procedure, the 
matter may properly be viewed as one justifying 
credit in the accounts of the disbursing officer 
in this particular instance, but report of the 
transactions to the Congress pursuant to sec- 
tion 312, act of June 10, 1921, will be made. 
(Decision, March 28, 1925, O’Hagen’s case and 
reiterated April 9, 1925, in Ney’s case.) 


5. The Secretary of the Navy submitted a 
proposed change in “Instructions Relative to 
Payment of Travel Allowance and Furnishing 
Transportation to Enlisted Men on Discharge,” 
to the Comptroller General for approval. 

The proposed change is a substitute for the 
second sentence of par. 11, page 3, and was as 
follows: 

“Enlisted men transferred from the Navy to 
the Fleet Naval Reserve, at other than at ex- 
piration of enlistment, are entitled to travel al- 
lowance as prescribed in paragraph 2, upon their 
release from active duty.” J 

The Comptroller General advises that in order 
to differentiate between those men transferred 
to the Fleet Reserve on an inactive status and 
those immediately ordered to active duty after 
such transfer the words “upon their release 
from active duty,” as used at the close of the 
substitute sentence, should be changed to only 
when immediately released from active duty.

ADVENTURES BY SEA FROM ART OF 
OLD TIME, by Mr. Basil Lubbock, with a 
preface by John Mansfield, edited by Geoffry 
Holme, has been published by the Studio, Ltd., 
44 Leicester Square, London, W. C. 2, England. 

This is an exceptionally beautifully illustrated 
and interesting work, bound in cloth, and 
measures some 12 by 10 inches. There is an 
instructive and entertaining introduction, which 
goes back into ancient history in connection 
with artists and their pictures of the sea. Many 
of the notable artists whose work appears in the 
book were sailors before they were painters, and 
the book is a mine of wealth in this respect. 

In the selection of prints, an attempt has 
been made to show the adventures and dangers 
of the sea from various points of view. 

The author goes into the historical records 
which relate to the venture of discovery as far 
back as can be traced, and also into the improve- 
ments in navigation, notable historical events, 
and a large variety of entertaining facts are 
related. 

The prints such as are reproduced in this 
book recall the virile and venturous life of the 
ocean in the old days. The numerous illustra- 
tions, many of which are in colors, relate ,to 
voyages and circumnavigation, trading, and 
trading companies, perils of the sea, whaling 
and early Arctic exploration, buccaneers and

pirates, privateers, smugglers and slavers, and 
clipper ships of various countries. 


One of the most remarkable incidents given 
in the book about the old tea races of the clipper 
ships was that of 1866, when the Ariel, Taeping 
and Serica, famous ships, sailed from China 
and crossing the bar of the Min River, Foochow, 
all together, raced the many thousand miles to 
London and all docked there on the same tide. 
The whole shipping world was watching this 
race, and tremendous sums of money had been 
wagered. 


The Taeping docked some 20 minutes ahead 
of the Ariel. The latter, however, was the first 
to arrive at her dock, but the gates could not 
be opened until the tide rose higher, so it was 
finally decided to call the race a dead heat, and 
the stakes were divided. The third ship, the 
Serica, also managed to get into the West India 
dock before the turn of the tide. Among the 
numerous illustrations in connection with piracy 
are pictures of Ann Bony and Mary Read, con- 
victed of piracy November 28, 1720, in the 
island of Jamaica, from an engraving in the 
British Museum. The editor desires te express 
his thanks to the private collectors and museum 
authorities, British and foreign, who have as- 
sisted him in the preparation of this volume. 
It is certainly one of great historical interest. 





that he would be placed upon the retired list, 
the battalion presented him with a Knights of 
Pythias ring with a large diamond mounted on 
white gold. 

A review was given in his honor. The fol- 
lowing is an extract of the order announcing 
his retirement: 

“First Sgt. James Fitzsimmons entered the 
Infantry on July 12, 1900, and is retiring after 
30 years computed service, on March 28, 1925.

He 
was detailed on duty at Kemper Military School 
in the Fall of 1919, and has since served con- 
tinually there to the date of his retirement. 

“It is evident that lst Sergeant Fitzsimmons 
has efficiently performed the various duties inci- 
dent to his service in the different capacities, 
and his record may well be cited as a model and 
an inspiration to those enlisted men who would 
serve faithfully and efficiently.”

FOREIGN MILITARY 
AND NAVAL NEWS 


GREAT BRITAIN 


Sik LANNING WORTHINGTON- 
EVANS, Secretary for War of Great 
Britain, in speaking recently about the 
strength of the British Army said that the 
country had gone to the extreme limit of 
reduction of armament so far as land 
forces were concerned. There was no na- 
tion in the world, lhe said, which had done 
anything like Great Britain had done since 
peace was declared in the way of reduction 
of the armed fore2s of the Crown. Over 
the last four years the estimates had been 
considerably decreased, until the estimates 
today showed a saving of £27,000,000 over 
the estimates of four years ago. The num- 
bers of officers and men had also been 
largely reduced. They were today nearly 
30,000 less than before the war. The 
estimates today included provision for 166,- 
000 officers and men. “Those who said 
that that number was too large,” said the 
Secretary, “had no realization of how the 
Army was employed, and for what it was 
required. England had now got to such 
a state that its balance was almost perfect. 
The Army had no more officers and men at 
home than were necessary to replace those 
who were serving abroad.’ 


THE British Air Ministry in a recent 
official publication announces great pos- 
sibilities in the development of aircraft, 
especially for the transportation of troops 
and supplies. The Ministry predicts that 
improv machines will be much larger 
than those now in use and that they will 
be driven by two or more high-powered 
engines, which will be capable of perform- 
ing very long flights. 

In these machines, it is stated, it will be 
feasible to transport soldiers, fighting 
equipment or bombs great distances at 
speeds considerably greater than 100 miles 
an hour. Large flying boats, designed to 
remain at sea several days at a time, and 
other machines for use in cooperation with 
the Navy, are among developments pre- 
dicted. 

Other craft mentioned are gun-spotting 
planes for wireless direction of fleet gun- 
fire, torpedo carriers and new fighting 
scouts, all of which are planned to be able 
to fly off and alight upon decks of ships. 


GERMANY 


Tat Germany is looking ahead for 
possible future improvements in her 
military establishment is evidenced by the 
fact that, following up visits of German 
officers to various National Guard armories 
in the United States to study the system 
and make official report, other German offi- 
cers are now in the United States looking 
into the matter of airplanes. 

The four German officers who are now in 
the United States served during the World 
War in the German Air Service. With the 
permission of the War Department, they 
will make a general inspection of our mili- 
tary and civilian aerial activities. It is 
stated at the German Embassy that the 
party was a commercial and not a military 
commission. It is understood, however, 
that Germany desires to train some 2,000 
air pilots during the next two years. These 
flyers could be used not alone in civil but 
in military activities. 


FRANCE 


FRANCE has two new cruisers, the Du- 
quesne and the Tourville, under con- 
struction. They will displace 10,000 tons, 
have a length of 607 feet, beam of 63 feet 
and a speed of 33 knots. The armament 
will consist of eight 8-inch guns, mounted 
in twin turrets; eight 2.9-inch A.A. and 
eight 3-pounder guns; with six toapees 
tubes. ly the conning tower will be 
protected. Four airplanes will be carried 
und launched by catapults. 

Names have been chosen for the six 
1,500-ton destroyers recently ordered, as 
follows: Railleuse, Palme, Mars, Fortune, 
Aleyon and Adroit. The new destroyer 
Ouragan, already launched, is one of 12 
vessels of 3,378 tons, 30,000 horsepower 
and 33 knots speed, armed with four 5.1- 
inch guns and two 2.9-inch antiaircraft 
guns, with six 21.7-inch torpedo tubes. 
The radius of action of these vessels at 15 
knots is 3,000 miles.

B ORDEN.— Brig. Gen. George P. Bor- 
den, U.S.A., Ret., a veteran of the 
Civil and Indian Wars, died at his home, 
540 West 122d Street, New York City, 
April 26, 1925, just after attaining his 
Sist birthday. 

General Borden was born at Ft. Wayne, 
Ind., April 24, 1844, the son of James W. 
and Eline Griswold Borden. He enlisted 
in the 121st New York Infantry July 23, 
1862, just after graduating from college. 
During a service of 14 months he was in 
the Battles of South Mountain, Antietam, 
Fredericksburg and Chancellorsville. Taken 
prisoner, he was sent to Richmond. He 
was honorably discharged from the Volun- 
teers October 12, 1863, and was a cadet 
at West Point for a few months there- 
after. He entered the Regular Army as 
a second lieutenant, 5th Infantry, October 
1, 1866, and with that regiment for many 
years he was in hard campaigns on the 
plains against the Indians. While this 
regiment was commanded by Gen. Nelson 
A. Miles it acquired fame for Indian fight- 
ing, and Lieutenant Borden was one of the 
best known of the young officers under 
Miles. 

In the course of his Indian fighting Lieu- 
tenant Borden took part in General Han- 
cock’s expedition against the Cheyennes and 
the Arapahoes in 1867; was with Gen. 
Alfred Sully in the campaigns against the 
Southern Cheyennes and Araphoes in 1868 
and 1869, and in 1877 he served under 
‘General Miles in his pursuit of Chief Jo- 
seph and the Nez Perces in the Fall of 
1877. 


General Borden engaged in the campaign 
against Sitting Bull, in 1879, and fought 
the Sioux and their great chief near the 
Milk River in Montana. Made a captain 
in 1891, a major in 1899, General Borden 
was transferred to the 2d Infantry in 1902 
with the rank of lieutenant colonel. But 
he was back with his old regiment a month 
later and stayed with it until appointed 
colonel of the 24th Infantry in April, 1905. 
He was placed on the retired list January 
1, 1907, at his own request, after 40 years’ 
service, with the rank of brigadier general. 
He was a member of the M.O.L.L.U.S., the 
Society of the Army of the Potomac, the 
Society of Indian Wars and of the Army 
and Navy Club of New York. The inter- 
ment was at Arlington, with the usual 
military honors. 


( ABANISS.—Maj. Archibald A. Caba- 
niss, U.S.A., Ret., died at San Fran- 
cisco, Calif., on April 25, 1925. His widow, 
Mrs. Sophia P. Cabaniss, resides at 957 
Beacon Avenue, Los Angeles, Calif., and 
two brothers—Judge George H. Cabaniss 
and Albert T. Cabaniss. Interment was 
made in the National Cemetery at the 
Presidio of San Francisco. 

Major Cabaniss was born at Wreka, 
Calif., December 25, 1859, and entered the 
Army as a private in Troop B, 4th Cavalry, 
on January 3, 1885.

The two most important developments in the 
financial and business world during the last 
week or so are of foreign origin. The first was 
the return to the gold standard by Great 
Britain, Australia and New Zealand, and an 
announcement that the Union of South Africa 
would follow suit on July 1. Canada is al- 
ready on a gold basis. This means that prac- 
tically the entire British Empire is now in a 
position to pay gold upon demand in exchange 
for currency. 

The effect is bound to be stimulating to 
British trade, which probably carries with it 
improvement in our own foreign trade, as the 
British Empire is one of our best customers, 
as well as the United States being one of the 
British Empire’s best customers. Stimulation of 
trade abroad would probably mean a decided 
improvement in the employment situation in 
Great Britain and the Colonies, and later these 
countries will again be in the market for Amer- 
ican securities as well as a larger volume of 
commodities. 

The other foreign development, while more 
spectacular, likely is not of as much impor- 
tance, fundamentally. It was the election of 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg as President of 
Germany. Announcement of this caused some 
selling in the stock market, but it was not 
heavy. Views expressed by bankers and business 
men are not pessimistic, but, of course, some 
time must elapse before actual results can be 
seen. One conclusion generally accepted is that 
Marxism, socialism and communism, have little 
place in German politics. 

The situation at home continues healthy. 
The steel industry has quieted down somewhat, 
but it is still operating on a broad scale with 
a good demand for its products. Operations in 
the earlier part of the year were perhaps a 
little larger than justified, and comparison with 
that time should not be interpreted too pessi- 
mistically. Earnings of the United States Steel 
Corporation for the first quarter were equivalent 
to $2.93 a share on the common stock, against 
$5.04 in the corresponding period of 1924. At 
that time, also, the steel industry was enjoy- 
ing an unusual boom. 

Railroad earnings for March show a general 
tendency to be under March, 1924, the peak of 
last year’s boom. Net income, however, com- 
pares favorably on account of operating econo- 
mies that have been put into effect. The roads 
in the Northwest made a poor showing, while 
the southern and southwestern properties showed 
gains, generally speaking. The western carriers 
have filed a brief with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission calling attention to the fact that 
never since the Transportation Act has been in 
effect have they earned anywhere near what 
the Commission has held to be a “fair return,” 
pointing out at the same time that this condi- 
tion tends to prevent the furnishing of adequate 
transportation, although the law specifically 
states that the intention of the Transportation 
Act is to provide this. The duty of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission is to fix rates so 
that each group will be enabled to earn 5% 
per cent annually on the tentative valuation 
fixed by the Commission. In the receivership 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul is found 
an eloquent commentary on the failure of the 
Commission to provide adequate freight rates. 

The rubber tire industry appears to be in a 
very strong position, and the leading tire com- 
panies have just announced price advances rang- 
ing from 5 to 15 per cent. The Department of 
Commerce estimates the average number of tires 
in dealers’ hands on April 1 to have been about 
60, compared with 93 a year ago, and 53 on 
October 1. This means that the dealers are en- 
tering the season of heaviest sales with scarcely 
more tires on hand than they had at the close 
of the season last year, and decidedly fewer than 
at the beginning of the season in 1924. In ad- 
dition, dealers’ requirements this year will be 
about 44,500,000 tires, against 36,000,000 last 
year, an increase of 20 per cent. Stocks on 
hand are equivalent to less than two months’ 
supply, while manufacturers also are short 
stocked. : 

The automobile industry also is decidedly ac- 
tive, although output is somewhat under this 
time a year ago. Earnings, however, show a 
decided improvement over the first quarter of 
1924. 

Crude oil production has recently increased, 
but the gain has come entirely in one grade, 
namely Smackover heavy, which is used prin- 
cipally for fuel, and the effect on refined prod- 
ucts is not important. Prices for gasoline ap- 
pear to be more stabilized and one or two com- 
panies have recently advanced their quotations. 
So far as oil stocks are concerned, the outlook 
continues reassuring. 

Buying in the stock market requires a good 
deal of close discrimination and, broadly speak- 
ing, the rails, with the exception of the north- 
western group, appear to offer the sounder in- 
vestment.
